I would 
like to mention that the main purpose of Hello Again is not to include articles or reprints of early 
radio articles. Other magazines do a fine job of this. I try to keep you informed as to what is 
going on, including the convention, since I am the chairman. The more information I get from my 
readers, the more information goes in HA. I have been charging $10 a year since 1986 with about 
300 subscribers. 

Just a reminder that there is no charge to subscribers for listing what you are looking for 
and what you are trading or selling...I send out a list of hosted OTR shows to all new subscribers. 
I am enclosing the list so it can be updated. Please let me know of any additions, deletions or cor- 


rections. 


REMINISCING: From Vol. 1 No. 8, November 1970. I have 29 subscribers... 
A quarterly for science fiction buffs called The Riverside Quarterly is published in Regina, 
Canada. (Is this still published?)... Another publication is Radio Waves published by Richard 
Vosburgh of East Greenwich, RI. It contains articles about radio...A third publication is Our 
Kate, a publication of The Kate Smith Fan Club and is edited by Richard Hayes. (Richard is still 
active in preserving Kate Smith material.)...A little poll was taken about selling shows. All 
traders responding said that some selling was necessary to get traders started. They also stated that 
prices should be reasonable--$5.00 an hour or less... New Friends: An asterisk (*) means I 
need help in locating these people. Will Dufour*; Ken Gackler; Mar-Bren Sound (Howard 
Brenner)* sells shows and is in contact with over 1500 collectors; Mel Simons (Mel is still very ac- 
tive with the Radio Collectors of America and entertains throughout the Boston area.); Bill 
Smerikanicz; Larry Parker*...Old Friends: Roy Bright had a nice writeup in his local paper. 
Roy has about 1000 shows. Emie Hack works for the Eagle Lock Corp. and makes OTR — related 
rubber stamps as a side line. Ernie is in contact with several movie stars. Ernie also has used 
Olsen tape (anyone have this brand today?)..Roger Hill is teaching an OTR course at San 
Francisco State...Evan MacBride suggests the use of DAK tape (How many of you have shows on 
DAK tape from the early 70’?. DAK is into other communication areas today.) 

Kate Smith: (from 1941 article; courtesy of Dick Hayes) On May, 1941, Kate Smith cele- 
brated 10 years on the air with a special program on CBS. Present on this program were William 
Paley, Columbia president, and Clarence Francis, head of General Foods, her sponsor since 1937. 
Following her broadcast which ended at 8:55, she appeared in the radio play “Johnny Appleseed.” 
Afterward, a reception was held in her honor. Today (1941) Miss Smith makes about $5500 a 
week from her evening show and Monday - to - Friday noonday program. Besides introducing 
Irving Berlin’s “God Bless America,” she helped the following get their start: Ezra Stone and The 
Aldrich Family, Abbott and Costello, Henny Youngman, Ted Straeter, Bea Wain and Adelaide 
Moffett. 

Jack Benny (This is the Life: Part 2) (from Radio Guide, June 26, 1937; courtesy of 
Raleigh Barker) Jack Benny, age 17, was kicked out of high school, a failure in business college 
and a fiddle player in’a closed theater. Could things get much worse? Jack then teamed up With 
Cora Salisbury, his former woman orchestra leader, in a violin-piano act and toured theaters in the 
area. He and Cora lived in cheap hotels, ate bad food in greasy restaurants and played in third-rate 
theaters. They were often gypped out of their money and were usually broke. The act was called 
“Salisbury and Benny, from Opera to Ragtime.” They worked for four years with nary a quarrel 
and sometimes under very adverse conditions, such as at Storm Lake where they played in a the- 
ater that was in the process of being built. The manager wanted 9 different performances so that 
the people could return and see something different instead of the same performance each time. 
Cora had to be with her sick mother after 4 years and Jack went back to help his father in his store. 
Jack, through a friend, Stub Wilbur, teamed up with a piano player, Lyman Woods. They were 
billed as “Benny and Woods, 10 minutes of Syncopation.” Most of their work was around 
Chicago. In their third season they were finally booked at the Palace Theater in New York, but the 
show flopped. They performed in Pittsburgh and Philadelphia with great success but flopped 


again in New York. Very soon after that Jack’s mother died. Jack then enlisted in the Navy. He 
was immediately assigned to a show that toured the country earning money for the Navy. During 
this time he worked with Zez Confrey and other big name figures from show business. Also he 
depended less on his fiddie and more on comedy. After the war he went back to vaudeville as a 
single and emphasized comedy, using the violin just to fill out the act. “And not long after that,” 
he says, “I fell in love.”

RADIO IS ALIVE AND WELL: Garrison Keillor announced he will return to 
American Public Radio with a new series in the fall. It will be on Saturdays ET at 6 p.m. starting 
Sept. 30. There will be 24 new two-hour shows. It will pick up where “A Prairie Home 
Companion” left off... WOR-AM in New York celebrated a milestone when the morning program, 
“Rambling With Gambling” earned a spot in the Guinness Book of World Records on May 31 
when it made its 20,000th broadcast making it the longest-running radio show ever. John B. 
Gambling started the show in 1925 as an exercise program. His son, John A., took over in 1959 
and his son, John R., joined him in 1985...Charles Michelson has 25 series of OTR for radio 
stations to broadcast. Coming soon will be 52 episodes of The Hermit’s Cave and 26 episodes of 
The Voyage of the Scarlet Queen.. Otherworld Media, Seattle-based radio production company 
that offered War of the Worlds last year is taping a one-hour version of Marguerite de Angeli’s 
award winning children’s story, “A Door in the Wall” for Christmas release...“The Brothel 
Boy,” first of five experimental half-hour programs dubbed the Chicago Test Pilots, achieved the 
goal of the series: to take serious material and make it accessible, even entertaining, for the public. 
The remaining four will be broadcast in the future on classical station WFMT-FM, Chicago...The 
U.S. Supreme Court says CBS no longer owns the trademark for the “Amos ‘N’ Andy” radio and 
tv series. It made its decision on June 26, upholding a lower court ruling... The movie, Batman, 
is doing much better than the radio series. In the late 40’s, a pilot radio series was made, but never 
sold. Actor Gary Merrill was the voice of Batman. Batman was a guest star, however, on the 
Superman radio program... WQXR-FM New York, the country’s first commercial classical music 
radio station, moved for the first time in 39 years from West 43rd to a state-of-the-art studio at 122 
5th Avenue. 

Kathy O’Connell has a new show with WXPN-FM (88.9) in Philadelphia on Mondays at 
8 p.m. It will focus on entertainment — movies, tv, radio, etc. It will start on September 4...The 
Mormon Tabernacle Choir with their show “Music and the Spoken Word” has been on radio longer 
than any other show (1929 — 1989). It is covered by over 100 CBS affiliates. Bill Zuckert re- 
cently performed in “Disability: A Comedy.” It was put on by the Odyssey Theater Ensemble in 
West Los Angeles. (Let me know what the radio performers of yesterday are doing 
today.).. Willard Waterman is attending the opening of Gildersleeve’s Old-Fashioned Diner in 
August. The diner is located in Pueblo, Colorado and is a 1940’s-theme diner. One of the owners 
is Michael Fields who has a great interest in OTR.
